VIETNAM VETERANS AGAINST THE WAR 




The VVAW was founded in the spring of 1967 by six 
young Vietnam veterans in New York City. At the 
beginning of 1968, with 600 members, WAW opened a 
national office, founded the first GI newspaper, 
"Vietnam GI", and sent close to 500 veterans into 
the McCarthy campaign to beat down the red baiters. 
After getting gassed at the Democratic convention 
at Chicago and caught in the general "down" of the 
peace movement, VVAW was nearly Inactive until the 
moratoriums in the fall of 1969. Members of WAW 
led student strikes on major campuses across the 
country and battled Veterans Administration Hospital 
authorities over threats to throw amputee Vietnam 
veterans out for signing anti-war petitions. At 
present, membership of the WAW, nationally, 
consists of 8,500 members.

The source expressed the opinion 
that the WAW at Dayton, Ohio, was not a functioning 
organization' and exists only in the person of Gary 
Staiger. The WAW in Dayton is synonymous with Staiger 
Sind the only activities which take place are those 
in which Staiger desires to participate and/or organize. ; 

Th^ source noted that for much of the summer 
of 1972 there was no activity in the Dayton, Ohio area.

WAW had been a sponsor of anti-war demonstrations at^^. - , 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base on Saturdays since the 
first part of January, 1972. Staiger has also been
